AN HISTORICAL NOTE. 


Every Toc H member knows that the original Talbot House was 
opened in Poperinghe in December 1915. Hitherto the date has 
been assumed to have been December 15, as reported in Tales of 
Talbot House, Letters written by " Tubby” at that time (first 
published in the Toc Н JounNaL, August 1926) show, however, that 
the “ house-warming " of “Everyman's Club” took place on 
December ||, 1915, and that the first Communion Service in the 
Chapel took place on the following morning: December 15 was the 
date on which the first “ hostellers,” in the persons of several officers, 


slept under its roof. The Birthday Festival of Toc H has always 


been held on the Saturday and Sunday nearest to December 15 
(in 1922 and 1923 the Saturday fell on December 15 itself). This 
year, by sheer coincidence, the Festival falls on December 11, the 


true date of the birth of Talbot House.

PRELUDE. 


An Organ Prelude introduces the Masque in darkness, representing the period 


when the world was emerging from chaos. The Spirit of Light speaks the Prologue. 


EPISODE I. 


The breaking of dawn is hailed by the waking world. We find ourselves on the 
hills outside Rome, at the time of the Christian persecution in the third century. 


A faithful band of Christians enters singing a hymn of Light. Their priest follows 
and lights the Lamp which he places on a rock, used as an altar. He enquires after 
certain of the brethren and, hearing how they have died for the Faith, exhorts his 
hearers, reminding them of the ground and assurance of the Christians’ hope that 
no persecution can separate them from the love of Christ. Kneeling, they all sing 
the Nunc Dimittis. The Christians are interrupted by Caesar's soldiers who lead 
them away captive, yet undaunted, singing the Hymn of Light. As they are led 
out of the circle of hills a small boy who has remained in hiding creeps forth and 
re-lights the Lamp on the altar. As the scene fades out the flame remains. 


EPISODE II. 
Tue SPIRIT or LIGHT INTRODUCES THE EPISODE, 


The Chapel of Richard Coeur-de-Lion, at All Hallows, “ Berkyngechirche,” 
on the eve of the Third Crusade, лр. 1189. The morning light through the east window 
reveals four knights kneeling on the steps of the chancel completing their all-night 
vigil. From a distance is heard the chanting of a priest and the voices of the choir. 
During this singing acolytes light the candles in the sanctuary, and at its conclusion 
a procession enters the church from the West door: it is headed by cross-bearer 
and choir and contains the Bishop of London and other ecclesiastics, King Richard, 
Eleanor the Queen-Mother, men-at-arms and ladies-in-waiting. 


The King takes his place, with the four knights, in front of the altar. The Bishop 
conducts the ceremony of arming them (using the words from Ephesians vi, 10-17) ; 
he then delivers a charge to them on the duties of knighthood, and blesses them before 
their departure to the Holy Land. With the Crusaders’ cry of " Deus vult" (God 
wills it) and a triumphal psalm the episode closes. 


(NOTE.— The sword handed to King Richard in this Episode is thought to be an original Crusader's sword, caplured 


by the Saracens. It was won back by Lord Kitchener at Оті h ion i ў 
Ere een edit Io AIT Halong? Church) mdurman, from whose Possession it passed into that of Lord 
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EPISODE Ш. 


Tue Spirit OF LIGHT Inrropuces THE EPISODE. 


The scene is a trench in the front line in the Ypres sector in the winter of 1916. 
It is shortly before dawn and all is “ quiet.” The anxiously-awaited relief presently 
advances up the communication trench and takes over. 


After “ Mac,” the captain in charge of the relief, has posted his men, “ Binks,” 
his subaltern, settles himself down to write a letter home, when he hears that a wounded 
man has been seen lying out in " No-Man’s-Land.” He at once crawls out over the 
parapet, followed by a sergeant. While they are gone the enemy is seen to send up 
a “ Verey light " and heard to open fire with a machine-gun, but they return, after an 
interval, bringing the wounded man with them. In attending to the rescued man, 
“ Mac " and his men do not at first notice that " Binks " himself is mortally wounded : 
with the words “ А Light !” on his lips he dies. 


The Spirit of Light appears over “ No-Man's-Land ” and speaks, in the words 
of John Bunyan: “ Then said Mr. Valiant-for-Truth, 1 go to my Father. My sword 
I leave to him that shall succeed me іп my pilgrimage. . . . . . So he passed over 
and all the trumpets sounded for him on the other side.” As the Spirit of Light dis- 
appears the choir sing a Requiem, “ How sleep the brave who sink to rest ” (№. Collins, 
1721-1759). 


EPISODE IV. 


In Talbot House in Poperinghe, 1916—that house which, with its daughter house 
at Ypres, " brought a corner of heaven into the hell of men's and officers’ lives.” 


The Scene is laid in the club room, where, for a few brief hours, the War and all 
that pertains to it is forgotten. Among others present is Captain “ Mac.” 


“ The General,” (Private Arthur Pettifer, late of the Buffs, Padre “ Tubby " 
Clayton's batman and one of the pillars of the old House, now a Vice-President of 
Toc H), enters and pins a notice on the board round which all gather—the chapel 
gong rings and the company troops off to the Upper Room for family prayers. 
Mac remains and is recognised by his former sergeant—he tells how his wife has 
died and the sergeant reminds him that his son survives, and is worth living and 


fighting for. 


The light of the Lamp falls on a Cross hanging on the wall. From the chapel 
is heard the singing of Bunyan's " Pilgrim's Hymn,” and as the scene fades out the 


audience are invited to join in singing the second and third verses (see page |0).

Tue Spirit oF LIGHT SPEAKS. 


EPISODE V. 


November 10, 1920, in the house of Mrs. Thompson, a widow, whose only son 
has fallen in action. Harry Smith, friend of the dead son, a disabled ex-service man 
who lives there, is complaining that making toys, the only job he is fit for now, is not 
work for a man, when Captain Manning, his old company officer, calls to look him 
up. They talk of old times, and both feel that the sacrifice of thousands of lives in 
the War has been fruitless ; “ Has there ever been such a failure before? ! 


Jimmy, a small boy, comes to have his toy drum mended by Harry, and he and 
Harry go off together to the workshop. Captain Manning takes his leave, after 
promising to meet them next morning, Armistice Day, at the War Memorial. 


Mrs. Thompson opens her Bible and begins to read the story of the Crucifixion— 
“ has there ever been such a failure before?” As she reads she sees— 


A Vision 


In a room outside Jerusalem Peter and John, having come from the sealed Tomb 
in which the body of Jesus lies, are bewailing the failure of their Master and the waste 
of their own lives. 


The Madonna is rebuking them gently, when Mary Magdalene brings the news 
that the Tomb is empty ; Peter and John run out together to see for themselves. They 
return, followed by Mary Magdalene, who tells how she has spoken with Jesus in the 
garden. 


EPISODE VI. 


It is the following morning, November 11, and Mrs. Thompson, Harry Smith 
and Captain Manning are waiting at the War Shrine outside a church for the Silence 
of Armistice Day. The choir is heard singing, and Mrs. Thompson tells the other two 
of her vision of the afternoon before. 


As 11 o'clock strikes and they stand in silence the figure of an unknown soldier 
appears in the Shrine and speaks to them. 


When the Silence is over the boy, Jimmy, comes up with a lamp which he asks 
them to light from the Lamp burning on the shrine; his brother is a member of a 
brotherhood which lights Lamps and remembers the Elder Brethren, and he too 
wishes thus to honour his father who has been killed. They light the child’s lamp 
for him, and fall in behind the Scouts as they come out of church; youth leads the 
way.
